Fareham  - The  Farehem  Waterworks  are  the  property  of 
the  Far’^.ara  ’\/rban  District  Council  and  supply  all  the 
Fareha.m  East  and  1/Vest  W‘:’rds  except  for  a fev/  houses,  which 
for  convenience  are  supplied  by  the  Gosport  water  mains. 

Ihe  consumption  of  water  from  the  Paroham  Waterworks 
for  the  year  was  195,924,000  gallons,  an  increase  above' the 
preceding  year  of  10,564,000  gallons. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  from  the  Council ks 
m.ains  is  4,719,  an  increase  of  336  houses  above  the  pro-  ’ 
coding  year. 

! Tho  work  of  ro- organ! sin.g  the  Ramping  Station  is 
nov/  completed. 

A chlorination'  plant  has  been  installed  and  is 
working  satisfactorily. 

A nev.'  500,000  gallon  reservoir  has  been  completed  to 
increase  the  storage  capacity  and  installed  at.  a high 
lovcl  to  give  inc.reased  pressure. 

Quality  of  the  Water  - Bacterological  and  Chemical 
Exa.inlnations  were  made  during  the  year  at  regular  intervals 
and  it  was  found  to  be  s atisfactory  for  public  supply. 
During  the  year  I had  to  pay  visits  to  military  camps  in 
tho  vicinity  of  the  collecting  area.  llie  authorities 
gave  assurances  that  caro  would  bo  taken  to  avoid  pollution 
to.  the  water  supply.
